Hits New Record 


Sacramento State College's ex- 
panding enroilment hit a new 
high this fall with a total figure 
of 4841. Dr. W. D. Albright, ad- 


missions officer, predicts that 
this figure will have increased to 
5000 or over by the fina! enroll- 
ment time today, 

The total enrollment, of which 
2610 are reguiar day students 
and 2231 late afternoon and eve- 
ning students, tops last year's 
total by 935. Regular day stu- 
dents last year numbered about 
2100 as of registration day. Of 
the 2619 regular day students, 
1305 are new students and 1305 
returning.

First Convocation 
Draws Over 2000 


A near-capacity crowd of over 
2000 students attended the first 
convocation of the year Monday 
morning in the gymnasium, They 
watched a program which fea- 
tured an address by Dr. Guy A. 
West, college president, and two 
violin numbers by James Adair, 
associate professor of music. 

West spoke on The New Look 
and Q©utlook in Higher Educa- 
tion. He told the students that 
education has advanced beyond 
the point where it is concerned 
chiefly with dollars and cents. 
He stated that it now possessed 
something more than a merce- 
nary consideration 

Adair played inis two violin 
solos accompanied on the piano 
by Dr. Richard A. Carpenter, as- 
sistant professor ot music. 

The program began with an 
invocation offered by Dr. Jean 
H. Faurot, assistant professor of 
philosophy, It closed with the 
singing of America the Beautiful 
by the audience, directed by Pas- 


“chal Monk, associate professor of 


music. 

Dr. Donald W. Bailey, dean of 
students, acted as master of cere- 
monies. 

The program was the first of 
a limited number of convocations 
which have been pianned for the 
year.

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President Writes Column 


A new feature made its debut in last week’s issue of 


The Hornet. President's Comments by Tom Willoughby, 
Associated Students president, will discuss student govern- 
ment from the point of view of the leader in that field. 

It has long been the recognized duty of newspapers, 
both commercial and student, to comment upon the perform- 
ance of government because almost all honest criticism is 
considered to be constructive in a democracy. However, the 
views expressed in newspaper editorials must of necessity 
be the views of only a few persons. If there are several 
competing newspapers in an area, then a genuine conflict 
of ideas is possible, but if there is only one newspaper, a 
news monopoly is possible although this is not always the 
case. 

President’s Comments will often present an opinion 
which differs with the official opinion of The Hornet. If 
the thinking student reads both the president's column and 
The Hornet editorials, he will be able to make up his own 
mind about student government after being exposed to a 
free interchange of ideas. 

In addition to President's Comments, the Letters to 
the Editor column of The Hornet will always be open to all 
students who would like to see their opinions in print. 

It is the sincere hope of The Hornet staff that this 
newspaper can become a real forum of student opinion and 
that interested students will be able to reach the best pos- 
sible conclusion on the many problems of student govern- 
ment. 





Election Vital to SSC 


Sacramento State College Students should have a real 
interest in the general election coming up November 6. 
Quite apart from the national hysteria concerning parties 
and candidates, students and friends of SSC will have a 
chance to decide whether the college will be able to continue 
to accommodate the ever growing student body. 

Proposition number three on the November ballot will 
provide for a bond issue for school construction, a large por- 
tion of that money is earmarked for SSC. If the proposi- 
tion fails to pass, the college would find it necessary to 
curtail the rapid expansion which has enabled it to grow 
from a student body of less than 100 te a student body of 
nearly 5000 in just 10 vears. 

The passage of proposition number three would pro- 
vide the necessary funds for many needed campus additions. 

The problem can be adequately phrased very briefly. 
A vote for proposition number three is a vote for Sacra- 
mento State College. 


Attendance Record Sought 


Only 500 fans showed up to watch the football game be- 
tween Sacramento State College and Los Angeles State Col-

This dismal mark is one that SSC fans will have little 
trouble eclipsing.

Report Reveals SSC's Part 
In California Five Year Plan 


The role of Sacramento State 
College in the California five- 
year building construction pro- 
gram was brought out in a report 
released recently by the college. 
The report summarizes the nec- 
essary building requirements of 
all state agencies including the 
10 state for the next 
five years. 

These requirements are neces- 
sary to meet the demands of the 
rapidly increasing population of 
the state. 

Needs of SSC are expressed in 
terms of enro}lment trends and 
the demand for increased class- 
room facilities. The Department 
of Finance expects enro!]ment at 
SSC to reach 5700 full-time stu- 
dents in five years and 7000 in 


colleges 


of the five-year 
building program for the 10 state 
colleges is $201,465,900. The es- 
timated cost of the additional 
buildings needed for SSC is ap- 
proximately $14,500,000. 
The minimum cost of 


of the program is to be financed 
out of the regular budget each 
year. 

The report maintains that al- 
though it is called a five-year 
building program most of 
buildings must be financed with- 
m a three-year period, since it 
takes on the average of two years 
from the time a _ building has 
been financed until it is ready 
for occupancy. Because of this 
heavy demand on the budget over 
a short period of time for build- 
ings that will be used many 
years, the report said, the state 
legislature has proposed that a 
portion of this cost be financed 
through the bond issue. It would 
be impossible, the report added, 
to finance all of the necessary 
buildings out of the regular 
budget. 

At SSC the enrollment during 
the past three years increased 
each year at a rate of from 42 
to 53 per cent. The full-time 
equivalent enrollment for fall, 
1955, was 2200. The enrollment 
for the fall is estimated to be 
2800, an increase of 600 students. 

The State of California has al- 
ready spent over nine million 
dollars in the construction of 
buildings on SSC’s campus. An

estimated three million more 
will be spent for additional build- 
ing this year,

the collection of Bernard Wyle, 
dealer and collector of oriental 
art in Miami Beach, Florida 

Described as having high ar- 
tistic merit by Riis Bohr, instruc- 
tor of art at Sacramento State 
College, 
prices ranging from $2 to $20, 
The group is solely wood block 
prints, on Kashineki 
paper, printed in color and black 
and white. Both single leaf and 
book prints ‘plates made for 
book illustration) are on display. 
Typical Japanese subject matter 
is pictured, including landscape, 
Kabuki players and cortisans 

Interesting features of Japan- 
ese art are evident in these 
prints, including the appearance 
of both the author and the pub- 
lisher’s signatures on the face of 
the print, and numerous censor 
marks. covering illustrations 
which were considered unsuitable 
by the Japanese 

The prints were produced in 
the middle period of print his- 
tory, aecording to Bohr, or about 
the 18th century. They are ol- 
fered for sale when better prints 
are found that is, those which 
are not creased, cut or soiled. 
Bohr commented that these are 
high quality prints, however

three Persian illuminations
